del Caraen Roaanuk and Mr. Podolsky in early June, 1982. 
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We do not know the current status of Mr. Epstein, Ms. 
Koldorf. Ms. Mena jov3ky , or Eduardo Menajovsky. Cases of PEN 
detentions are systeaatically reviewed by Argentine authorities 
and we are hopeful that prisoners will continue to be 
released. We will ask our Eabassy in Buenos Aires to 
investigate the status of these cases and to forward the 
available current inforaation.
